Containing His Majeſties Gracious Indemnity. 


TAMES R. ; 
— AMES the Seventh, by the Grace of 60D, King of Scotland, Enz/and, France and Ireland, Defenderpf the Faith, 
&c. Toall and ſingular Our good Subjets, whom theſe Preſents do, or may concern, Greeting : We 
into Our Royal Conſideration, That notwithſtanding the Prudence, Juſtice, and unparallelled Clemency, 
which did ever accompany the Government of Our moſt Dear, and moſt entirely beloved Brother, King 
Charles the Second, of ever bleſſed Memory , Several Wicked and Seditious Subjects, did break out into open 
Rebellions, and Con(piracies againſt His Sacred Perſon and Government. And albeit G O D did on all occa- 
fions manifet His Wrath againſt them, and their Enterprizes, So as their Deſigns were defeated, and ſeveral 
of their Perſons brought to Condign and Juſt Puniſhment z yet ſome few of them were either ſo ma- 
icious, or fooliſh, as to be enſnared by others, to perſevere in their Helliſh Principles and Practices, both in defiance of all Law 
?d Juſtice, and in open Contempt of the Reiterated Pardons, publiſhed and offered by His faid late 2cajeſty. And now Our Roy- 
al Prudence, and the Care of Our People obliging Us to take wh Information of the Chief Aartovers, and moſt ave Inſtruments, 
in theſe pernicious Commotians, Before We determine Our Royal Pleaſure concerning them, which We hope to attain in a very 
ſhort time z yet as a Demonſtration of Our Innate Clemency (which alſo has ſhin'd in the whole Line of Our Royal Race) and of 
dur Reſolution to imitate the Glorious Example of Our ſaid deareſt Royal Brother, We have Reſolved to Pardon , Likeas, We 
lo hereby Pardon, Iademaifie, and Forgive all Our Subjeas in Our Ancient Kingdom of Scotland, under, and below the degree 
ff Heretors, Liferenters, Woodletters, Burgeſles of B Royal, and vagrant Preachers of all Kebellions, Treaſons, Seditions,In- 
urrections, Reſet, Intercommuning, Fire-raifing, R ies, Slaughters, Free-Quarters, Leafing-making, Concealing of Tres- 
ſon, and of all Crimes in general Committed Þy them, or any one of them, by Word, Writ, or Deed, againſt Our Govern- 
ment, and the Laws of Our Kingdom, in any time -prececeding the Date of this Our Royal Proclamation. Declaring hereby all 
id every one of them Free and Secure from all Puniſhments, or Trouble for the ſame, either in their Perſons, or Goods, 1n 
Time coming. Excepting only as to ſuch Fines, for which already Sentences are pronounced z And likewiſe excepting from 
his Our Gracious Pardon, all thoſe who are guilty of the Aſſaſſination of Famcs late Arch-Biſhop of Sr. Saint Andrews, 
| Perſon, Miniſter at Carsf#rn, Thomas Kennowsy, and Duncan Stwrrt. And We do hereby declare Our Royal Will and 
Pleaſure, That this Act of Indemnity and Pardon ſhall be extended to all who are at preſent declared Fugitives z Providing theſe 
; cS wake Addreſs within twenty days after the Publication hereof, to Our Privy Council, MO or any of 
ar Sheriffs Our faid Kingdom, Teſtifying their Acceptance of this Our Pardon, by taking the oath or otherwiſe 
inding Cautiok. to Tranſport themſelves out of Our Three Dominions of Scotland, England, and ireland, before the twentieth 
cay ot Mey, next tyſuing the Date of theſe Preſents, and to live Peaceably after the ſaid Publication, until they ſhall T 
themſelves, and nevago return to any Part, or Place of Our ſaid Dominions, withaut a Licenſe from Us, or Our Privy Council afore- 
ſaid, under pain of Dedh, And We do Command, That this Our Pardon and Indemnity be apply'd and underſtood in the moſt 
ample Senſe and Meaning;whereof the Words are capable, and that no Perſon included therein be Troubled or Moleſted, for any 
Cauſe aforeſaid in Judgment,or outwith the.ſame, in any time hereafter. And laſtly, To the end all Our good Subjeds may have no- 
ice of this Our Royal Will andPleaſure ; We do hereby Command Our Lyon King at Arms, and his Brethren Heraulds, Macers, 
Purſcvants, and Meſſengers at Arms, to make timeous Proclamation hereof, at the Mercat Croſs of £dinbargh, 


Given at our Court at irhite-Hall the Twenty Sixth of Februery 1687, And of Our Reign the Firſt Year.
